Calls For Buildup

WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 dpi—Sen. 
T aft (R-Ohio) today sharply dis­ 
puted President Trum an’s claimed 
authority to send American troops 1 
to Europe without consulting Con-| 
gress, and called for a vast buildup 
of air-sea power “which cannot be 
challenged by Russia.” 
In a broad affirmative declaration 
of policy, Taft told the Senate th at 
“our battle against Communism is 
in fact a world-wide battle and 
m ust be fought on the world stage,” 
but he cautioned: 
“We must not assume obligations: 
by treaty or otherwise which require j 
any extensive use of American land 
forces.” 
Throughout his two-hour speech, 
T alt 
careiully 
balanced 
a 
plea 
against large-scale involvement of 
American soldiers overseas along 
with the contention th at such a 
policy would not mean abandoning 
the rest of the world. 
“The greatest question of policy 
before the country and before this 
Congress relates to our undertaking 
in Europe,” he said. 
“Under the general principles I 
have laid down, I would say th at 
we had better commit no American 
troop® to the European continent 
a t this time."

Taft (R-Ohio) today sharply dis­ 
puted President Truman’s claimed 
authority to send American troops 
to Europe without consulting Con­ 
gress, and called for a vast buildup 
of air-sea power “which cannot be 
challenged by Russia.” 
In a broad affirmative declaration 
of policy, Taft told the Senate that 
“our battle against Communism is 
in fact a world-wide battle and 
must be fought on the world stage," 
but he cautioned: 
“We must not assume obligations 
by treaty or otherwise which require 
any extensive use of American land 
forces.” 
Throughout his two-hour speech, 
Taft carefully

policy would not mean abandoning 
the rest of the world. 
“The greatest question of policy 
before the country and before this 
Congress relates to our undertaking 
in Europe,” he said.

W omen Drive Better 


Men drivers have more skill, Lauer finds. But 
they drive 90 per cent of the mileage and have 91 per 
cent of the accidents. Women drivers, as a group,, are 
less aggressive, have more respect for traffic laws, and 
are less disposed to underrate driving hazards. Their 
superior caution and amenability to law more than 
offset men’s greater skill. 
This is particularly true in the 20-25 age group, 
which should be most skillful of all. People at this 
age are in full possession of their faculties, and their 
reflexes have not yet begun to slow down. But they 
know they’re good. Because they overrate their skill 
and underrate the dangers, men in this group have 
the worst accident record of all. 
In this respect, they are a bit like drivers who 
have been imbibing. The average man who has had 
only a few drinks finds his skill impaired relatively 
little, but his judgment Is far off the beam. He is 
likely to drive much more recklessly—and to over­ 
rate his skill—at the very time when he needs to 
drive more carefully, if he drives at all. 
In terms of sheer skill, these tests indicate, men 
really are better drivers than women. But women 
drivers have more sense. Male drivers can put that 
in their pipes and smoke it. 
The professor’s study, it should be pointed out, 
was made on the basis cf who has the most acci­ 
dents. The women must be conceded an edge there. 
But when men snort “Another w?oman driver!” they 
are probably talking about a laudably cautious girl 
who will never wreck a car, but whose unpredictable 
antics at 15 or 20 miles an hour keep other drivers 
busy dodging them. 
Maybe some other professor will make a survey of 
that angle. But it cannot be taken for granted that 
the results would be different. 


The Stone O f Scone 


The stealing of the Stone of Scone has called 
attention to a long-agitated W'ish for change in the 
Briish governmental system. The Stone, a 400-pound 
slab from the old Scottish capital of Scone, was till 
1295 used for the coronation of the Scottish kings. In 
that year King Edward I of England, who all but 
succeeded in conquering Scotland, carried it off to 
London as a trophy, lust as the ancient Assyrians used 
to carry off the statues of their vanquished enemies* 
gods. Ever since then it has been under the throne of 
the English kings, until its recent mysterious removal. 
The union of Scotland and England began in 1603, 
wThen the rules of inheritance brought King James VI 
of Scotland to the English throne as James I of 
England. Completed in 1707 by an Act of Union, it 
has been more successful than many such mergers of 
thrones which have not been ratified by popular vote. 
The English have grumbled sometimes at the success 
of the Scots in gaining leadership in different lines. 
Several have become prime minister, the most recent 
being Ramsay MacDonald just before World War II. 
The Scots have complaints, too, chiefly because 
Parliament gives little time to legislation concerning 
Scotland alone. This discontent has inspired a “Home 
Rule for Scotland” movement, whose more fanatic 
advocates may have stolen the Stone of Scone to 
advertise their grievances. 
The dissatisfaction can easily be exaggerated. It 
is similar to but not so much as many American cities 
feel at an apportionment which puts the legislatures 
in control of a far less numerous rural population. But 
there is some legitimate complaint, which may be 
remedied before many years. 


A gainst H oarding 


The government's orders against business ahd 
household hoarding of materials and goods essential 
to the defense effort are wise in their purpose. If 
really effective, they could be of great help In main­ 
taining a stable economy and general levelheadedness 
during the period of stress. 
When scarcities have occurred in times past, they 
have usually been caused as much by hoarding as by 
the real lack of goods. Hoarding usually sets in as 
soon as scarcity is anticipated. This greatly increases 
demand for the hoarded items at the time when the 
supply is becoming smaller. The result is an acute 
scarcity where otherwise there might have been only 
a relatively small curtailment of general consumption. 
Hoarders ysually gain very little real advantage for 
themselves, and cause a great deal of trouble for the 
rest of the people 
The line between hoarding and prudent stock­ 
piling is neither sharp nor easily determined. It is 
a matter of judgment. The government orders define 
hoarding as the accumulation of stocks “in excess of 
the reasonable demands of business, personal or home 
consumption.” That seems to be a reasonable defi­ 
nition, although it leaves a latitude of discretion which 
will make enforcement hard and complicated. Much 
depends on voluntary compliance. 
If everyone would appiy that yardstick in personal, 
business and government buying, we should know that 
any deprivations which occur would'be no more than 
the minimum necessary to the task at hand.

He cannot 
sleep at night, and by morning fre­ 
quently is drenched in perspiration. 
Many develop sciatic neuritis and 
backache. Others encounter joint 
pains with tenderness and swelling, 
findings indistinguishable from a r­ 
thritis. As fever subsides improve­ 
m ent ensues. 
I t is the subsequent course of 
the disease th at is responsible for 
the name, unduiant fever. The tem ­ 
perature undulates—goes up and 
down in waves. Several days after 
it falls, there is a rise and symp­ 
toms return for six days to three 
weeks. Two or more such waves 
may occur and the individual goes 
through each bout feeling as miser­ 
able as in the first. 
Meanwhile, 
changes are taking place in the 
blood and a test made any tim e 
after the seventh day of the illness 
usually is positive. 
If every sufferer w ith unduiant 
fever w’ent through the acute stage 
as described, the condition would 
be easy to recognize. Actually the 
m ajority skip this phase. 
W hen 
seen originally, they are not ill 
enough to stay in bed, yet are too 
weak to do a good day’s work. 
They tire after the slightest exer­ 
tion and sometimes have so little 
ambition they don't care whether 
the sun rises or sets. The tem per­ 
ature rarely exceeds 101 degrees F. 
and headache and muscular dis­ 
comfort may co-exist. Now and then 
pain is limited to one or more joints 
and the victim thinks he is suffering 
from arthritis. Chronic brucellosis 
is such an indefinite disease it is 
difficult to prove unless the blood 
and skin tests are strongly positive. 
The skin test is not entirely reliable: 
a positive reaction means th at the 
individual has had the disease but 
it does not tell whether the infec­ 
tion is of recent or remote origin. 


Individuals w’ith acute brucellosis 
do best when they rem ain in bed 
until all symptoms subside. There is 
no specific remedy, but various pro­ 
ducts have been tried, varying from 
vaccines to the newer antibotics— 
aureomycin; 
Chloromycetin, 
and 
terramycin. The use of trace m iner­ 
als such as cox.lt, manganese, and 
iodine is being investigated. A few’ 
years ago a combination of sulfa­ 
diazine and streptomycin was em­ 
ployed but the method fell into dis­ 
use because of its toxic effects. 
More 
recently. Doctors 
W. 
E. 
Herrell and T. E. Barber used aureo­ 
mycin and dihydrostreptomycin on 
a group of 35 patients, the m ajority 
of whom were packing house work­ 
ers. All had been seriously ill for 
from two weeks to several months. 
The response was excellent and in 
a follow-up period of eight to 19 
months only one relapse occurred. 
Terramycin combined with dihydro­ 
streptomycin yielded similar results. 
This is an improvement over the use 
of antibiotics alone; while these 
drugs proved helpful, relapses were 
common.

Does the pain disapepar when you 
stand? Discomfort in this area is 
unusual unless injury or strain has 
occurred but now and .then neuritis 
or musclar or circlatory distrb- 
ances are responsible. Examination 
by your physician would be neces­ 
sary to localize the otfender. 


INFECTED “STITCHES’* 


M. Z. writes: W hat causes an 
abscess to form on a scar soon after 
an abdominal operation? 


REPLY 


After abdominal surgery, catgut 
is used to sew together the tissues 
beneath the skin. Sometimes this 
m aterial falls to absorb and an 
abscess develops because the suture 
m aterial “festers.” 
These lesions 
also may appear in peritonitis after 
a ruptured appendix. 


DUODENUM 


D. F. writes: Is duodenitis the 
same as duodenal ulcer? 


REPLY 


No. Duodenitis refers to inflam­ 
mation of the first part of the intes­ 
tine, whereas ulcer represents a 
hole or crater in the W'all of the 
duodenum. One condition can lead 
to the other, however, and some­ 
times a combination exists, such as 
when the area surrounding an ulcer 
is inflamed.

Another Rail Strike Brews; Capitol Elevator Filibusters; Senator McMahon And 


U. S. Steel Compete For W ar Plant

WASHINGTON — Inside reason 
why a new railroad strike is brewing 
despite the supposed “settlem ent” 
announced to the public last m onth 
is friction between the Railroad 
Brotherhood 
chiefs 
and 
likable, 
glad-handing White House Assistant 
John Steelman. 
The problem of avoiding a strike 
in the long, drawn-out railroad dis­ 
pute is one of the toughest in the 
nation. But things have become so 
tense between Steelman and the 
Brotherhoods th at they have sent 
word to Secretary of Defense M ar­ 
shall recommending th at Steelman 
be replaced with a topflight me­ 
diator such as Cyrus Ching or Anna 
Rosenberg. 
W hat ired them was first of all a 
sentence they discovered in a strike- 
agreement memorandum which they 
negotiated after a grueling, all- 
nignt session at the W hite House 
last month. The line read: “If the 
parties cannot agree on details of 
agreement or rules, they shall be 
submitted to John R. Steelman for 
a final decision.” 
Tills, Brotherhood chieftains in­ 
terpreted, 
m eant 
th at 
Steelman 
would have a three-year job as a 
rail negotiator whether he remained 
on the W hite House staff or not. 
Another thing th at ired them was 
Steeiman’s tactics in proposing th at 
the two sides write down the points 
of near-agreem ent and take them 
home as a basis for final settlement. 
This so-called 
“memorandum 
of 
agreement” was typed by White 
Hou^e secretaries. Then, Brother­ 
hood chieftains said, they were flab­ 
bergasted to find th at Steelman had 
called in the press, radio and news­ 
reels. To them he announced: “I 
have reached a settlement. There 
will be no strike.” 
Gulps came from the labor side 
of the table, but no open protests. 
It was difficult to protest with the 
newsreels clicking. 
However, this rancor has con­ 
tinued to boil below the surface and 
It looks as if the W’hole rail strike 
will have to be negotiated over 
again.

HE outstanding feature of the 
new Congress is the relation 
between it and the President. 
It would be difficult to And in 
the country's history a time when 
the two were so widely separated. 
Especially would It be difficult to 
find a past Congress having in both 
branches a majority belonging to 
the President’s party but so little 
likely to accept leadership from him. 
The relation is not bitterness, it is 
at once more tolerant than th at and 
more dangerous than that. Congress 
does not feel enmity toward the 
President, but it knows th at the 
country lacks confidence in him, 
and it is responsive to the coun­ 
try’s feeling or .shares it. 
A deep long-term cause of the 
people's disquiet, coinciding with 
the Trum an Administration, is il­ 
lustrated by news that came from 
Japan on New' Year's Day. When 
Mr. Truman took office in April, 
1945, Japan was our enemy. To con­ 
quer it our youth were dying Jn 
great numbers: and in August, 1945, 
Mr. Truman, adding a new terror to 
w’ar. decreed use of the atomic bomb 
against Japan. After w'e had con­ 
quered it. while it was under the 
benevolent sponsorship of our oc­ 
cupying troops under General of 
the Army MacArthur. rfhd in the 
spirit of that sponsorship, a new 
Japanese constitution was written 
in 
which 
Japan 
specifically 
re­ 
nounced war and arm ament. This 
week came news that Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur had advised Japan th at it 
might be necessary for it to re­ 
nounce its previous renunciation, 
that Japan might be called on to 
arm and be ready for war. Everyone 
understood the purport, that we 
might embrace Japan as our ally in 
war against Russian communism. 
Spirit Straining 
That would be»desirable in our 
present situation. But this perverse 


reversal within .so short a period 
cannot but be a strain upon the 
spirit of our people, especially as 
they are called on to endure yet 
other reversals. When Mr. Truman 
took office, Russia was our ally; he 
made immense concessions to it, in 
his conference with Stalin at Pots­ 
dam in 1945. At th at time our people 
were called upon to regard Russia 
as our friend. Today Russia is our 
enemy, making war upon us through 
its satellites, our people are called 
upon to regard it as our enemy, and 
to make great sacrifices to resist it. 
A similar reversal has taken place 
as respects Germany. When Mr. 
Trum an took office it was our 
enemy, we were pouring out blood 
and treasure to conquer it. After 
conquering it we determined th at 
it should never again be able to 
make war. and in that purpose sys­ 
tematically destroyed much of its 
Industrial 
equipment. 
Today 
we 
plead with Western Germany to be 
our ally in war against Russia, we 
ask It to rearm and we help it re­ 
store the industries which less than 
five years ago we destroyed. 
An especially agonizing reversal 
is the one that has taken place 
about China. When Mr. Truman 
took office, China as a country and 
a people, under the Nationalist gov­ 
ernm ent of Chiang Kai-Shek, was 
our loyal friend and ally. Today, 
China, under a Communist govern­ 
m ent largely brought about by Mos­ 
cow and dominated by it, is our 
enemy making war upon us; its 
people being taught to hate us. 


Am ericans Should Know 
Foreign Situation Truths

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Seldom 
has a nation known so little about 
so much. This refers to what is 
happening to the destiny of the 
American people. 
Although the Constitution of the 
United States says th at Congress 
alone shall declare war, no such ac­ 
tion has been taken. Yet American 
armed services are already engaged 
in a bitter war with hundreds of 
thousands of enemy troops. 
Although America boasts th at it 
is a democracy and th at war or 
peace is not determined by one man, 
as it is in the totalitarian states, 
the legislative body which contains 
the elected representatives of the 
people 
has 
had 
no opportunity 
either to share in the responsibility 
of decision to make war or in the 
policy th at may ensue there from 
in the future. 
The President has said that he 
can send troops overseas without 
the permission of Congress because 
there has been a commitment un­ 
der the North Atlantic Treaty, but 
tills is exactly opposite to what the 
Administration’s Secretary of State 
told Congress when the treaty itself 
was passed. 


Usually Ratified 


But, even if it be conceded th at 
troops may be sent to Europe with­ 
out Congressional sanction as an 
implied obligation of the treaty, can 
it be said th at membership in the 
UN obliges the President of the 
United States to carry on war w ith­ 
out the consent of Congress? 
While the American people have 
often sanctioned in emergencies the 
taking of initial steps to protect 
our interests outside of the United 
States by the employment of our 
armed forces, this has usually been 
followed, in large-scale operations, 
by a resolution of ratification by 
Congress. Six m onths have passed 
since the outbreak of the Korean 
War and no such resolution has 
been presented to Congress by the 
Administration. 
The fiction th at no “state of war” 
exists at present has been m ain­ 
tained by the executive for reasons 
not explained. 
Next Monday Mr. Truman will 
send to both houses of Congress his 
annual message on the state of the 
union. 
Here, it is to be hoped, 
some definition of policy will be 
made to justify the continued use 
of American troops in an undeclared

Why does the President shrink 
from a realistic recognition that a 
“state of war” exists? Is it because 
American 
sovereignty

If 
so, the i>eople who voted for the 
entry of this country into the UN 
had no idea they were scrapping 
the American Constitution at the 
time the UN charter was accepted. 
The people know very little about 
the Korean War. They know only 
th at tens of thousands of troops are 
engaged in war and that, while it 
is called a UN operation, the troops 
of the United States comprise al­ 
most all the UN forces in Korea

Korean Republic itself. Here is a 
situation th at calls for definition 
and information. 
The American 
people have not been told why the 
other members of the UN have 
failed to send troop- in large num ­ 
bers since last June. 
Information is essential in order 
to build confidence. There can be no 
national unity merely by exhorting 
everybody to work together. Faith 
and confidence in a national gov­ 
ernm ent can be developed and pre­ 
served only when the people are 
entrusted with the essential infor­ 
mation they should have in order 
to understand what is going on.

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Women Drive Better 


Men between 20 and 25 are the worst automobile 
drivers on the road. They should be the best. 
Men as a group seem to be slightly worse drivers 
than women. They should be better. 
These conclusions stem from a sampling of 7,692 
Iowa drivers, studied by A. R. Lauer. professor of 
psychology at Iowa State. They give some comfort to 
both sides in the perennial argument about men vs. 
women drivers.* 
Men drivers have more skill, Lauer finds. But 
they drive 90 per cent of the mileage and have 91 per 
cent or the accidents. Women drivers, as a group,, are 
less aggressive, have more respect for traffic laws, and 
are less disposed to underrate driving hazards. Their 
superior caution and amenability to law more than 
offset men’s greater skill. 
This is particularly true in the 20-25 age group, 
which should be most skillful of all. People at this 
age are in full possession of their faculties, and their 
reflexes have not yet begun to slow down. But they 
know they’re good. Because they overrate their skill 
and underrate the dangers, men in this group have 
the worst accident record of all. 
In this respect, they are a bit like drivers who 
have been imbibing. The average man who has had 
only a few drinks finds his skill impaired relatively 
little, but his judgment is far off the beam. He is 
likely to drive much more recklessly—and to over­ 
rate his skill—at the very time when he needs to 
drive more carefully, if he drives at all. 
In terms of sheer skill, these tests indicate, men 
really are better drivers than women. But women 
drivers have more sense. Male drivers can put that 
In their pipes and smoke it. 
The professor’s study, it should be pointed out, 
was made on the basis cf who has the most acci­ 
dents. The women must be conceded an edge there. 
But when men snort “Another woman driver!” they 
are probably talking about a laudably cautious girl 
who will never wreck a car, but whose unpredictable 
antics at 15 or 20 miles an hour keep other drivers 
busy dodging them. 
Maybe some other professor will make a survey of 
that angle. But it cannot be taken for granted that 
the results would be different. 


The Stone Of Scone 


The stealing of the Stone of Scone has called 
attention to a long-agitated wish for change in the 
B rush governmental system. The Stone, a 400-pound 
slab from the old Scottish capital of Scone, was till 
1295 used for the coronation of the Scottish kings. In 
that year King Edward I of England, who all but 
succeeded in conquering Scotland, carried it off to 
London as a trophy, just as the ancient Assyrians used 
to carry off the statues of their vanquished enemies* 
gods. Ever since then it has been under the throne of 
the English kings, until its recent mysterious removal. 
The union of Scotland and England began in 1603, 
when the rules of inheritance brought King James VI 
of Scotland to the English throne as James I of 
England. Completed in 1707 by an Act of Union, it 
has been more successful than many such mergers of 
thrones which have not been ratified by popular- vote. 
The English have grumbled sometimes at the success 
of the Scots in gaining leadership in different lines. 
Several have become prime minister, the most recent 
being Ramsay MacDonald just before World War II. 
The Scots have complaints, too, chiefly because 
Parliament gives little time to legislation concerning 
Scotland alone. This discontent has inspired a “Home 
Rule for Scotland’* movement, whose more fanatic 
advocates may have stolen the Stone of Scone to 
advertise their grievances. 
The dissatisfaction can easily be exaggerated. It 
Is similar to but not so much as many American cities 
feel at an apportionment which puts the legislatures 
in control of a far less numerous rural population. But 
there is some legitimate complaint, which may be 
remedied before many years. 


Against Hoarding 


The government’s orders against business ahd 
household hoarding of materials and goods essential 
to the defense effort are wise in their purpose. If 
really effective, they could be of great help in main­ 
taining a stable economy and general levelheadedness 
during the period of stress. 
When scarcities have occurred in times past, they 
have usually been caused as much by hoarding as by 
the real lack of goods. Hoarding usually sets in as 
soon a& scarcity is anticipated. This greatly increases 
demand for the hoarded items at the time when the 
supply is becoming smaller. The result is an acute 
scarcity where otherwise there might have been only 
a relatively small curtailment of general consumption. 
Hoarders usually gain very little real advantage for 
themselves, and cause a great deal of trouble for the 
rest of the people 
The line between hoarding and prudent stock­ 
piling is neither sharp nor easily determined. It is 
a matter of judgment. The government orders define 
hoarding as the accumulation of stocks “in excess of 
the reasonable demands of business, personal or home 
consumption.” That seems to be a reasonable defi­ 
nition, although it leaves a latitude of discretion which 
will make enforcement hard and complicated. Much 
depends on voluntary compliance. 
If everyone would appiy that yardstick in personal, 
business and government buying, we should know that 
Any deprivations which occur would’be no more than 
the minimum necessary to the task at hand. 


The Facts We Face 


An Army medico a captain, told correspondents 
at a Pentagon brieiing recently some of the facts we 
must face if we are to fight in Asia. He said he is 
back in Washington to plead for a complete change 
of thinking a.' to the mission of military medics. He 
thinks they ought to be trained as combat troops, 
first, and as combat medics second. 
He pointed to a Purple Heart on his tunic. It 
had a star denoting the award of a second ribbon. 
Three times during the Korean fighting his medical 
detachment—a front line evacuation unit—has been 
overrun by the enemy. Three times he has barely 
gotten away with his life. Three times he has watched 
or heard his wounded being shot or bayoneted, or 
blown up with grenades. 
He said standard equip­ 
ment on his Jeep now consists of a carbine, a .45 
autom atic, and a box of hand grenades. 
The doctor ha.s performed a tremendous service 
in helping fill in the picture of the facts and the 
enemy we face.

Undulating Fever In 
Brucellosis 
B 


rucellosis (undulant fever) 
manifests itself from five to 
30 days after coming into con­ 
tact with infected milk or 
meat that is teeming with the caus­ 
ative organisms. Fatigue overtakes 
the individual, with headache, loss 
of appetite, and general muscular 
aches and pains. Many think they 
have the flu and, on taking the tem­ 
perature, find it elevated. In the 
next IO days symptoms gradually 
increase in severity. By this time 
the evening temperature may mount 
to as high as 105 degrees F. 


Most victims hardly look ill, but, 
as the saying has it, “Looks are de­ 
ceiving.” The sufferer feels irritable, 
weak, and in the lowest spirits. 
Constipation is the rule. He cannot 
sleep at night, and by morning fre­ 
quently is drenched in perspiration. 
Many develop sciatic neuritis and 
backache. Others encounter joint 
pains with tenderness and swelling, 
findings indistinguishable from ar­ 
thritis. As fever subsides improve­ 
ment ensues. 
It is the subsequent course of 
the disease that is responsible for 
the name, undulant fever. The tem­ 
perature undulates—goes up and 
down in waves. Several days after 
it falls, there is a rise and symp­ 
toms return for six days to three 
weeks. Two or more such waves 
may occur and the individual goes 
through each bout feeling as miser­ 
able as in the first. Meanwhile, 
changes are taking place in the 
blood and a test made any time 
after the seventh day of the illness 
usually is positive. 
If every sufferer with undulant 
fever went througl. the acute stage 
as described, the condition would 
be easy to recognize. Actually the 
majority skip this phase. When 
seen originally, they are not ill 
enough to stay in bed, yet are too 
weak to do a good day’s work. 
They tire after the slightest exer­ 
tion and sometimes have so little 
ambition they don’t care whether 
the sun rises or sets. The temper­ 
ature rarely exceeds 101 degrees F. 
and headache and muscular dis­ 
comfort may co-exist. Now and then 
pain is limited to one or more joints 
and the victim thinks he is suffering 
from arthritis. Chronic brucellosis 
is such an indefinite disease it is 
difficult to prove unless the blood 
and skin tests are strongly positive. 
The skin test is not entirely reliable; 
a positive reaction means that the 
individual has had the disease but 
it does not tell whether the infec­ 
tion is of recent or remote origin. 


Individuals with acute brucellosis 
do best when they remain in bed 
until all symptoms subside. There is 
no specific remedy, but various pro­ 
ducts have been tried, varying from 
vaccines to the newer antibotics— 
aureomycin; 
chloromycetin, 
and 
terramycin. The use of trace miner­ 
als such as cobalt., manganese, and 
iodine is being investigated. A few* 
years ago a combination of sulfa­ 
diazine and streptomycin was em­ 
ployed but the method fell into dis­ 
use because of its toxic effects. 
More recently, Doctors W. E. 
Herrell and T. E. Barber used aureo­ 
mycin and dihydrostreptomycln on 
a group of 35 patients, the majority 
of whom were packing house work­ 
ers. All had been seriously ill for 
‘ from two weeks to several months. 
The response w’as excellent and in 
a follow-up period of eight to 19 
months only one relapse occurred. 
Terramycin combined with dihydro­ 
streptomycin yielded similar results. 
This is an improvement over the use 
of antibiotics alone; while these 
drugs proved helpful, relapses were 
common.

Is used to sew together the tissues 
beneath Hie skin. Sometimes this 
material fails to absorb and an 
absoess develops because the suture 
material “festers.” 
These lesions 
also may appear in peritonitis after 
a ruptured appendix.

D. F. writes: Is duodenitis the 
same as duodenal ulcer?

No. Duodenitis refers to inflam­ 
mation of the first part of the Intes­ 
tine, whereas ulcer represents a 
hole or crater in the wall of the 
duodenum. One condition can lead 
to the other, however, and some­ 
times a combination exists, such as 
when the area surrounding an ulcer 
is inflamed.

Another Rail Strike Brews; Capitol Elevator Filibusters; Senator McMahon And 
U. S. Steel Compete fojr War Plant

WASHINGTON — Inside reason 
why a new railroad strike is brewing 
despite the supposed “settlement” 
announced to the public last month 
Is friction between the Railroad 
Brotherhood 
chiefs 
and 
likable, 
glad-handing White House Assistant 
John Steelman. 
The problem of avoiding a strike 
in the long, drawTn-out railroad dis­ 
pute Is one of the toughest in the 
nation. But things have become so 
tense between Steelman and the 
Brotherhoods that they have sent 
word to Secretary of Defense Mar­ 
shall recommending that Steelman 
be replaced with a topflight me­ 
diator such as Cyrus Ching or Anna 
Rosenberg. 
What ired them was first of all a 
sentence they discovered in a strike- 
agreement memorandum which they 
negotiated after a grueling, all- 
night session at the White House 
last month. The line read: “If the 
parties cannot agree on details of 
agreement or rules, they shall be 
submitted to John R. Steelman for 
a final decision .** 
Tills, Brotherhood chieftains in­ 
terpreted, meant 
that 
Steelman 
would have a three-year job as a 
rail negotiator whether he remained 
on the White House staff or not. 
Another thing that ired them was 
Steelman’s tactics in proposing that 
the two sides write-down the points 
of near-agreement and take them 
home as a basis for final settlement. 
This so-called “memorandum of 
agreement” was typed by White 
House secretaries. Then, Brother­ 
hood chieftains said, they were flab­ 
bergasted to find that Steelman had 
called in the press, radio and news­ 
reels. To them he announced: “I 
have leached a settlement. There 
will be no strike.” 
Gulps came from the labor side 
of the table, but no open protests. 
It was difficult to protest with the 
newsreels clicking. 
However, this rancor has con­ 
tinued to boil below the surface and 
it looks as if the whole rail strike 
will have to be negotiated over 
again. 


Filibustering Elevator 


Even the elevators are catching 
the “filibuster” fever on Capitol 
Hill. One of them stalled for 15 
minuces between floors of the House 
Office 
Building 
the other 
day. 
Meantime, its congressional passen­ 
gers, had a scary interlude as the 
air grew stuffier and stuffier and 
the operator struggled to get the 
circulation fan- functioning. 
Senator-Elect Mike Monroney of 
Oklahoma helped to ease the ten­ 
sion in the jam-packed lift by wise-* 
cracking: “Don’t anybody get ex­ 
cited. I’ve never heard of a poli­ 
tician suffocating from hot air.” 
The perspiring operator finally 
was able to pry the elevator door 
open far enough for the 14 p a s ­ 
sengers, including Congresswoman 
Reva Botone of Utah, to be raised 
to safety. 
“The atmosphere in that elevator 
was the most nonpartisan I have 
witnessed since coming to 'Congress,” 
observed Mrs. Bosone. “None of us 
was thinking about politics. I can 
assure you. We were all jammed 
. so close together that any fainting 
would have been done standing up. 


War Plant Debate 


Sessions of the Truman Cabinet 
seldom feature explosions. But at 
last week’s session, two members 
from New England, Attorney Gen­ 
eral McGrath of Rhode Island and 
Secretary of Labor Tobin of Massa­ 
chusetts blew off some steam. 
They were indignant because New 
England has been left out in the 
cold when it comes to the location

Tax Concessions 


Ppoosing this plant is most of 
“big steel,” especially U. S. Steel, 
whicn proposes to build a new* plant 
iiear Morrisville in Bucks County, 
Pa. It the government authorizes a 
plant*at New London, U. S. Steel 
will not be certified to * build its 
plant rn Pennsylvania. ,Qr if, on the 
other hand, U. S. Steel is certified 
to co nstruct a plant in Pennsyl­ 
vania, the New England Council of 
Businessmen is out of luck. The 
financial club which the U. S. Gov­ 
ernment can hold over either out­ 
fit Is the “certification of amortiza­ 
tion,” a document from the Treasury 
permitting war contractors to write 
off tiieir plant’s capital investment 
in five years. 


Arguing with NSRB Chairman 
Symington, 
S e n a t o r McMahon 
pointed out the need for diversify­ 
ing the steel industry instead of 
concentrating it in the hands of a 
few big companies. 
“This is the biggest bonanza you 
could possibly give to big steel,’’ 
McMahon told Symington. “To let 
them amortize their investment in 
five years is manna from heaven. 
Naturally they are pulling heaven 
and earth to build new production 
capacity now rather than in peace­ 
time when they can’t amortize so 
quickly.” 
“You’re just going to have a white 
elephant on your hands,” Syming­ 
ton replied. New England, he said, 
would find itself with an emflty 
steel mill after the war emergency 
was over. 
“Let us worry about that,” coun­ 
tered McMahon. 
The Connecticut Senator kept 
arguing until 
Symington 
finally 
picked up the telephone, called 
William Harrison, chairman of the 
National Production Authority, and 
told him to give the New7 England 
Council a certificate as soon as pos­ 
sible. This does not setae the argu­ 
ment, but it’s a big step In favor of 
smaller business. There will be a

Conduct Of Foreign Policy 
Damages American Faith 
By MARK SULLIVAN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Seldom 
has a nation known so little about 
so much. This refers to what is 
happening to the destiny of the 
American people. 
Although tim Constitution of the 
United States says that Congress 
alone shall declare war, no such ac­ 
tion has been taken. Yet American 
armed services are already engaged 
in a bitter war with hundreds of 
thousands of enemy troops. 
Although America boasts that it 
is a democracy and that war or 
peace is not determined by one man, 
as It is in the totalitarian states, 
the legislative body which contains 
the elected representatives of the 
people has had no opportunity 
either to share in the responsibility 
of decision to make war or in the 
policy that may ensue there from 
in the future. 
The President has said that he 
can send troops overseas without 
the permission of Congress because 
there has been a commitment un­ 
der the North Atlantic Treaty, but 
this is exactly opposite to what the 
Administration’s Secretary of State 
told Congress when the treaty itself 
was passed. 


Usually Ratified 


But, even if it be conceded that 
troops may be sent to Europe with­ 
out Congressional sanction as an 
implied obligation of the treaty, can 
it be said that membership in the 
UN obliges the President of the 
United States to carry on war with­ 
out the consent of Congress? 
While the American people have 
often sanctioned in emergencies the 
taking of initial steps to protect 
our interests outside of the United 
States by the employment of our* 
armed forces, this has usually been 
followed, in large-scale operations, 
by a resolution of ratification by 
Congress. Six months have passed 
since the outbreak of the Korean 
War and no such resolution has 
been presented to Congress by the 
Administration. 
The fiction that no “state of war” 
exists at present has been main­ 
tained by the executive for reasons 
not explained. 
Next Monday Mr. Truman will 
send to both houses of Congress his 
annual message on the state of the 
union. Here, it is to be hoped, 
some definition of policy will be 
made to justify the continued use 
of American troops in an undeclared 
war. 
The American people, moreover, 
know very little about the adminis­ 
tration's intentions. While a “na­ 
tional emergency” has been pro- 


T 


HE outstanding feature of the 
new Congress is the relation 
between it and the President. 
It would be difficult to lind in 
the country's history a time when 
the two were so widely separated. 
Especially would it be difficult to 
find a past Congress having in both 
branches a majority belonging to 
the President’s party but so little 
likely to accept leadership from him. 
The relation is not’ bitterness, it is 
at once more tolerant than that and 
more dangerous than that. Congress 
does not feel enmity toward the 
President, but it knows that the 
country lacks confidence in him, 
and it is responsive to the coun­ 
try’s feeling or shares it. 
A deep long-term cause of the 
people’s disquiet, coinciding with 
the Truman Administration, is il­ 
lustrated by news that came from 
Japan on New Year's Day. When 
Mr. Truman took office in April, 
1945. Japan was our enemy. To con­ 
quer it our youth were dying in 
great numbers: and in August, 1945, 
Mr. Truman, adding a new terror to 
war. decreed use of the atomic bomb 
against Japan. After we had con­ 
quered it. while It w*as under the 
benevolent sponsorship of our oc­ 
cupying troops under General of 
the Army MacArthur. Bhd in the 
spirit of that sponsorship, a new 
Japanese constitution was written 
in which Japan specifically re­ 
nounced war and armament. This 
week came news that Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur had advised Japan that it 
might be necessary for It to re­ 
nounce its previous renunciation 
that Japan might be called on to 
arm and be ready for war. Everyone 
understood the purport, that we 
might embrace Japan as our ally lr 
war against Russian communism. 
Spirit Straining 
That would be. desirable in our 
present situation. But this perverse 


claimed, the Congress has had r.o 
share in the interpretation of that 
proclamation in terms of a ‘state 
of war.” 
"** 
Why does tile President shrink 
from a realistic recognition that a 
“state of war” exists? Is it becau'e 
American 
sovereignty 
has 
oeen 
yielded to the United Nations? If 
so, the people who voted for tile 
entry of this country into the UN 
had no idea they were .-crapping 
the American Constitution at the 
time the UN charter was accepted. 
The people know very little about 
the Korean War. They know only 
that tens of thousands of troops are 
engaged in war and that, whhe it 
is called a UN operation, the troops 
of the United States comprise al­ 
most all the UN forces in Korea 
outside of those of the South 
Korean Republic itself. Here is a 
situation that calls for definition 
and information. 
The American 
people have not been told why the 
other members of the UN have 
failed to send troop; in large num­ 
bers since last June. 
Information is essential in order 
to build confidence. There can be no 
national unity merely by exhorting 
everybody to work together. Faita 
and confidence in a national gov­ 
ernment can be developed and pre­ 
served only when the people are 
entrusted with the essential infor­ 
mation they should have in order 
to understand what is going on. 


No Explanation 


There has not even been a per­ 
suasive explanation of why the 
American troops are in Korea. 
The relationship between Korea 
and the whole future of interna­ 
tional cooperation has not been ex­ 
plained. 
Many influential groups are argu­ 
ing that, if the UN condones au.re-- 
sion in the Far East and perhaps 
withdraws voluntarily from Korea, 
there would be an even greater de­ 
mand to refrain from operations rn 
Europe. 
All these arguments and counter­ 
arguments about Korea are a par*. 
of a national debate which reflects 
the fact that neither the President 
nor the Secretary* of State today en­ 
joys the undivided support of an 
anxious country. Instead, there are 
misgivings and questionings about 
the national leadership. These ques­ 
tionings are the direct result of 
the failure of the Administration to 
tell the American people the basic 
truths they should know about the 
current international situation.

reversal within so short a period 
cannot but be a strain upon the 
spirit of our people, especially as 
they are called on to endure yet 
other reversals. When Mr. Truman 
took office. Russia was our ally; he 
made immense concessions to it, in 
his conference with Stalin at Pots­ 
dam In 1945.

Today Russia is our 
enemy, making war upon us through 
its satellites, our people are called 
Upon to regard it as our enemy, and 
to make great sacrifices to resist it. 
A similar reversal has taken place 
as respects Germany. When Mr. 
Tinman took office it was our 
enemy, we were pouring out blood 
and treasure to conquer it. After 
conquering it we determined that 
it should never again be able to 
make war, and in that purpose sys­ 
tematically destroyed much of its 
industrial 
equipment. 
Today 
we 
plead with Western Germany to be 
our ally in war against Russia, we 
ask It to rearm and we help it re­ 
store the industries wrhich less than 
five years ago we destroyed. 
An especially agonizing reversal 
Is the one that has taken place 
about China. When Mr. Truman 
took office, China as a country and 
a people, under the Nationalist gov­ 
ernment of Chiang Kai-Shek, was 
our loyal friend and ally. Today, 
China, under a Communist govern­ 
ment largely brought about by Mos­ 
cow* and dominated by it, is our 
enemy making war upon us; Its 
people being taught to hate us.

N THE FIRST issue of the new 
American Mercury an article 
by

exploring the reasons why ex- 
Defense Secretary James V. For- 
restal 
committed 
suicide, 
quoted 
Monsignor Maurice S. Sheehy, for­ 
mer Navy chaplain, as saying: 
“Had I been allowed to see my 
friend Jim Forres tai, receive him 
back into the church, and put his 
mind at ease with the oldest and 
most reliable of medicines known 
to mankind, he would be alive to­ 
day.” 
It was a tough and controversial 
quote, for it placed Sheehy in the 
position of damning those who kept 
him from Forrestal in the m an’s 
last days of life, and it supported 
the Huie premise that Forrestal was 
hounded to death. 
There has been no response 'rom 
Sheehy until now. His response may 
be found in the current issue of 
Catholic Digest, edited by one of the 
best minds I’ve encountered in or 
out of the magazine business. Paul 
Bussard, a priest who looks like 
Dana Andrews and in summertime 
wears, I suspect, Bing Crosby’s old 
straw hats. It apparently took some 
doing to get Sheehy to write the 
piece. 
• - • - • 
Forrestal and Sheehy were good 
friends. They met at a party given 
by Dorothy Thompson in 194a, at a 
time when Forrestal was assistant 
to President Roosevelt. They next 
met at the home of Eugene Meyer 
in Washington when Forrestal was 
Secretary of the Navy and Sheehy 
had returned from a 33-month tour 
of duty in the Pacific. 
It was only after they knew each 
other quite well that the priest 
learned from Forrestal th at he was 
a back-slid Catholic. It was at a 
time when Forrestal, a fierce foe 
of Communism, was firing every 
gun in his personal arsenal to de­ 
feat the menace in Western Europe. 
He asked Sheehy to go to Rome 
in the spring of 1948 to do what 
he could to keep Italy from going 
Communist in the general elections 
of that year, and, if you read the 
Huie article, Forrestal spent a lot 
personally to achieve the defeat of 
the Reds at th at time. 
When the screws began to be put 
into Forrestal later, Sheehy urged 
him to reply, apparently specifically 
to the report by Drew Pearson that 
he (Forrestal) had cowardly run out 
of his house while a burglar was 
robbing Mrs. Forrestal. He made 
other pleas to Forrestal and final­ 
ly received this note: 
“I agree with you I should expose 
the 
guerrilla 
warfare 
directed 
against me. The trouble is I don’t 


have time to devote to that ac­ 
tivity.” 
• - • - • 
Forrestal asked to .see Sheehy the 
day he was admitted to the hos­ 
pital from whose window he even­ 
tually jumped. The priest, an in­ 
structor at Catholic University in 
Washington. D. C., dismissed his 
class and went immediately to the 
hospital — for he knew Forrestal 
was cracking up. 
“The psychiatrist told me that he 
wished my help, but that Jim was 
so confused I should wait some days 
before seeing him.” Msgr. Sheehy 
writes in the Catholic Digest. 
He tried six more times to see 
Forrestal in the next few weeks, and 
was turned away each time. So was 
Fr. Paul McNally, S. J., of George­ 
town 
University, 
another 
friend. 
Finally Sheehy asked Secretary of 
Navy John L. Sullivan why his visit 
to his friend was being postponed, 
and the hospital subsequently pro­ 
mised that the priest could see 
the patient “next week.” 
But before Sheehy was admitted, 
Forrestal leaped. 
The psychiatrist in charge had 
made the “next week” decision. And 
of the m an’s profession, Msgr. Shee­ 
hy concludes: 
“In psychiatry at the present time 
there is general agreement as to 
the place of religion in restoring 
mental health. There is disagree­ 
ment as to when spiritual aid can 
most effectively be given.

In At 9,000 Feet 


Profound interest is being evi­ 
denced in the striking of natural 
gas in Bedford County, Pennsyl­ 
vania, about a mile from New Paris 
and about 12 miles from Bedford, 
despite a cloak of secrecy that is 
enveloping the project.

Profound interest is being evi­ 
denced in the striking of natural 
gas in Bedford County, Pennsyl­ 
vania, about a mile from New Paris 
and about 12 miles from Bedford, 
despite a cloak of secrecy that is 
enveloping the project.

Men between 20 and 25 are the worst automobile 
drivers on the road. They should be the best. 
Men as a group seem to be slightly worse drivers 
than women. They should be better. 
These conclusions stem from a sampling of 7,692 
low 1 drivers, studied by A. R. Lauer, professor of 
psychology at Iowa State. They give some comfort to 
both sides in the perennial argument about men vs. 
women drivers.- 
Men drivers have more skill, Lauer finds. But 
thev drive 90 per cent of the mileage and have 91 per 
cent of the accidents Women drivers, as a group, are 
less aggressive, have more respect for traffic laws, and 
are less disposed to underrate driving hazards. Their 
superior caution and amenability to law more than 
offset men’s greater skill. 
This is particularly true in the 20-25 age group. 
which should be most skillful of all. People at this 
age art in full possession of their faculties, and their 
reflexes have not yet begun to slow* down. But they 
know they’re good. Because they overrate their skill 
and underrate the dangers, men in this group have 
the worst accident record of all.

In this respect, they are a bit like drivers who 
have been imbibing. The average man who has had 
only a few drinks finds his skill impaired relatively 
little, but his judgment is far off the beam. 
He is 
likely to drive much more recklessly*—and to over­ 
rate hi' skill—at the very time when he needs to 
drive more carefully, if he drives at all. 
In terms of sheer skill, these tests indicate, men 
really ere better drivers than women. 
But women 
drivers have more sense. Male drivers can put that 
In their pipes and smoke it. 
The professor’s study, it should be pointed out, 
was made on the basis cf who has the mast acci­ 
dents. The women must be conceded an edge there. 
But when men snort “Another woman driver!” they 
are probably talking about a laudably cautious girl 
who will never wreck a car. but whose unpredictable 
antics at 15 or 20 miles an hour keep other drivers 
busy dodging them. 
Maybe some other professor will make a survey of 
that angle. But it cannot be taken for granted that 
the results would be different. 


The Stone Of Scone 


The stealing of the Stone of Scone has called 
attention to a long-agitated wish for change in the 
Bn ;sh governmental system. The Stone, a 400-pound 
slab from the old Scottish capital of Scone, was till 
1295 used for the coronation of the Scottish kings. In 
that year King Edward I of England, who all but 
succeeded in conquering Scotland, carried it off to 
London as a trophy, lust as the ancient Assyrians used 
to carry off the statues of their vanquished enemies' 
gods. Ever since then it has been under the throne of 
the English kings, until its recent mysterious removal. 
The union of Scotland and England began in 1603, 
v lea the rules of inheritance brought King James VI 
of Scotland to the English throne as James I of 
England. Completed in 1707 by an Act of Union, it 
has been more successful than many such mergers of 
thrones which have not been ratified by popular vote. 
The English have grumbled sometimes at the success 
of the Scots in gabling leadership in different lines. 
Several have become prime minister, the mast recent 
being Barney MacDonald just before World War II. 
The Scots have complaints, too. chiefly because 
Parliament gives little time to legislation concerning 
Scotland alone. This discontent has inspired a ‘ Home 
Rule for Scotland’’ movement, whose more fanatic 
advocates may have stolen the Stone of Scone to 
advertise their grievances. 
The dissatisfaction can easily be exaggerated. It 
!« 'imilar to but not so much as many American cities 
feel at an apportionment which puts the legislatures 
in control of a far less numerous rural population. But 
there Is some legitimate complaint, which may be 
remedied before many years.

This greatly increr cs 
demand for the hoaxed items at the time when the 
supply is becoming smaller Tile result is an acute 
scarcity where otherwise there might have been only 
a relatively small curtailment of general consumption. 
Hoarders usually cain very little real advantage for 
themselves, and cause a great deal of trouble for the 
rest of the people 
The line between hoarding and prudent stock­ 
piling is neither sharp nm easily determined. It is 
a matter of Judgment. The government orders define 
hoarding a? the accumulation of stocks “in excess of 
the teas onable 
emands of business, personal or home 
rhat seems to be a reasonable defi- 
in. although it leaves a latitude of discretion which 
make enforcement hard and complicated. Much 
knds on voluntary compliance.

IT WON’T BE SO DIFFICULT THIS TIME 


RUCELLQSIS undulant fever) 
manifests itself from five to 
30 days after coming into con­ 
tact with Infected milk or 
meat that is teeming w ith the caus­ 
ative organisms. Fatigue overtakes 
the individual, with headache, loss 
of appetite, and general muscular 
aches and pains. Many think they 
have the flu and. on taking the tem­ 
perature, find it elevated. In the 
next IO days symptoms gradually 
increase in severity. By this time 
the evening temperature may mount 
to as high as 105 degrees F. 


Most victims* hardly look ill, but. 
as the saying has it, "Looks are de­ 
ceiving.” The sufferer feels irritable, 
weak, and in the lowest spirits. 
Constipation Is the rule. He cannot 
sleep at night, and by morning fre­ 
quently Is drenched in perspiration. 
Many develop sciatic neuritis and 
backache. Others encounter joint 
pains with tenderness and swelling, 
findings indistinguishable from ar­ 
thritis. As fever subsides improve­ 
ment ensues. 
It is the subsequent course oi 
the disease that is responsible for 
tile name, undulant fever. The tem­ 
perature undulates—goes up and 
down in waves. Several days after 
it falls, there is a rise and symp­ 
toms return for six days to three 
weeks. Two or more such w*aves 
may occur and the individual goes 
through each bout feeling as miser­ 
able as in the first. Meanwhile, 
changes are taking place in the 
blood and a test made any time 
after the seventh day of the illness 
usually is positive. 
If every sufferer with undulant 
fever went through the acute stage 
as described, the condition would 
be easy to recognize. Actually the 
majority skip this phase. 
When 
seen originally, they are not ill 
enough to stay in bed, yet are too 
weak to do a good day's work. 
They tire after the slightest exer­ 
tion and sometimes have so little 
ambition they don’t care whether 
the sun rises or sets. The temper­ 
ature rarely exceeds 101 degrees F. 
and headache and muscular dis­ 
comfort may co-exist. Now and then 
pain is limited to one or more joints 
and the victim thinks he is suffering 
from arthritis. Chronic brucellosis 
is such an indefinite disease it is 
difficult to prove unless the blood 
and skin tests are strongly positive. 
The skin test is not entirely reliable: 
a positive reaction means that the 
individual has had the disease but 
it does not tell whether the infec­ 
tion is of recent or remote origin. 


Individuals w*ith acute brucellosis 
uo best when they remain rn bed 
until all symptoms subside. There is 
no specific remedy, but various pro­ 
ducts have been tried, varying from 
vaccines to the newer antibotics— 
aureomycin; 
chloromycetin, 
and 
terr amyrin. The use of trace miner­ 
als such as co It, manganese, and 
iodine Is being investigated. A few 
years ago a combination of sulfa­ 
diazine and streptomycin was em­ 
ployed but the method fell into dis­ 
use becall:** of its toxic effects. 
More 
recently. Doctors W. E. 
Herrell and T. E. Barber used aureo­ 
mycin and dihydrostrcptomycin oil 
a group of 35 patients, the majority 
ol whom were packing house work­ 
ers. All had been seriously ill for 
from two weeks to several months. 
The response was excellent and in 
a follow-up period of tight to 19 
months only one relapse occurred. 
Terramycin combined with diliydro- 
atreptomycin yielded similar results. 
This is an improvement over the use 
of antibiotics alone; while these 
drugs proved helpful, relapses were 
common.

Til? problem of avoiding a .strike 
in the long, drawn-out railroad dis­ 
pute W one of tile toughest in the 
nation. But tilings have become so 
tense between Stedman and the 
Brotherhoods that they have sent 
wore to Secretary of Defense Mar­ 
shall recommending that Stedman 
be replaced with a topflight me­ 
diator sudi as Cyrus Ching or Anna 
Rosenberg. 
What ired them was first of all a 
sentence they discovered in a strike- 
agreement memorandum which they 
negotiated after a grueling, all- 
nigm .cession at the White House 
last month. The line read: “If the 
parties cannot agree on details of 
agreement or rules, they shall be 
submitted to John R. Stedman for 
a final decision.”

would have a three-year job as a 
rail negotiator whether hr remained 
on the White House su n or not.
